FIRST ATTACKED HIM. 


Forcible Dispossessioc Case On Trial 


•in the Municipal JCourt—Judge Says 
There is a Conflict of Testimony and 
Holds Case Until He Can Look it 
>Up Further. 
The case of .the state -of ."Wsconsin 


.aganst William Byrne arrested on the 
charge of assault and battery came up 
.for itri-al this morning in the munici- 
pal court. E.-H. Ryan and John .Fisher 
appeared .for the defendant. 


John Brown, the complaining wit- 


.ness was first sworn. 
He described 


going up into ^Byrne's office with'C. C. 
MacLean .to get possession of 
.the 


room. 
They walked into- the room 


and Byrne ordered them out and threat 
«ned to throw cold lead -at them -at the 
same time reaching for his hip pocket. 
Jle.caught 3yrne;by.the. arms.au.d-with 
MacLean help put him out of the 
room and took him down stairs and 
out into River street. 
Here Byrne 


was let go and he immediately struck 
Brown in the face -and he struck back. 
Byrne continued to fight and he took 
hold of him on one side and with Mac- 
Lean on the other started for the lock- 
up. 
Byrne fought all of the way down 


and kicked him several times, but 
finally with .the assistance of 
John 


Brennan he landed Byrne in the lock 
up. 


John Brennan was next called for 


the state and testified -to 
helping 


Brown take Byrne to the lock up. 


William Byrne was the first witness 


.for the defense. 
He resided in this 


city and was sixty-one years of age. 
He first saw Brown in his office on De- 
cember 6 about eleven o'clock in the 
morning. 
-He was sitting down at 


his desk reading when Brown, Mac- 
Lean and others entered his office. 
He ordered -them to get.out of the 
room at the same time getting; up out 


• of his chair and reaching around to 
'his hip pocket for his keys. His 'back 
was_ towards Brown. 
The first thing, 


he knew .Brown had him by the right 
arm and shoulder and M-acLean by the 
left. 


They dragged him out o-f the room, 


down .the lhal land :out orito ;River 
street. 
When'he reached the bottom 


of the stairs .he slipped and fell and 
when he regained his feet lie .kicked 
Brown in .the rear extremities and at 
that he basted him a series of blows 
on the .face and temples and dragged 
him down to the lock up. Here he 
asked to see several persons:ineluding 
•the mayor, a doctor and his attorney, 
E. TI. Ryan, but the lock up Keeper re- 
fused to get -anyone. 
He di'rl 
not 


strike Brown as at no time were his 
'hands loose from the time that .they 
caught hoUl of him up'ln his.office xin- 
til he arrived at the lock-up. 


In sum-ruing up the case Judge Fi- 


field stated there was a conflict-of tes- 
•timony that Brown and MacLean enter- 
ing Byrne's -office without process ol 
law and putting 'him out ''constituted' 
an assault, but there was a rulo of law 
'he "believed that saicl one assault did 
not justify another and as there was' 
'one -or two points that he wished to 
look up he would hold tne case open 
until two o'clock, 


'The case was called at two-O'clock 


••this afternoon and as there were some 
authorities that the judge could -not 
find 'by consent of parties the case was, 
•adjourned until "Thursday, Januarry 10 
at ten xskiloc'k.

Annual Report Shows That in 1900 


32,037 Hunting Licenses Were 


Issued in the Badger State. 


The r.epssnt .of State Fish and Game 


Warden EUanson just suomitted

Governor Scofield shows that in 1900 
32,037 hunting licenses were issued,, 
of which 231 were to non-residents., 
and the license fees received aggre- 
gated S32.316, .a .decrease of 
about 


$3,500 from the previous year. 
More 


deer were killed last year ,;han in 
1S99, the number shipped in 1900 being 
2,568 and the /ear previous 1,953; of 
the former 104 -srere killed by non-res- 
idents.

of life du-ing -the deer season, twelve 
persons having been reported killed 
and a large number more or le.ss in- 
jured last year, and says some means 
should he devised to lessen the dan~ 
ger.
